 Legislative Memo:    The City is in the process of rewriting its bid 

package to meet and comply with all of the new specifications needed for 

the maintenance of the new lights that have been installed throughout the 

City over the past few years, specifically LED and induction lighting.  Bid 

packages will then be going out for a new contract. Therefore a three 

month extension of the current contract is required. Monies for this 

extension have been budgeted.

waiver of off-street parking requirements for the premises located at 888 West Beech Street 

(street floor), Long Beach, New York (Section 59, Block 258, Lots 1-2, 17-18), between 

Wyoming  Avenue and Alabama Street, having frontage of less than 20 feet, on behalf of the 

owner Cadd Beech Street LLC, 2681 East 14
th

 Street, Brooklyn , New York 11235 to be used as 

a Stone Crab/Seafood Restaurant;

  NOW, THEREFORE, after due deliberation, be it 

 

  RESOLVED, by the City Council of the City of Long Beach, New York, that the 

application of owner Cadd Beech Street LLC, 2681 East 14

for exemption with respect to the requirements for off-street parking at premises 888 West Beech 

Street (street floor), having frontage of less than 20 feet, be and the same hereby is granted, only 

and during the time that such premises shall be used as a Stone Crab/Seafood Restaurant.

Electric Corp., L.I., 300 Newtown Road, Plainview, New York 11803 for an additional ninety
